Hear Detective 


A New Orleans police 
detective was the first 
witness today as the Or- 
leans Parish Grand Jury 
continued its probe of or- 
ganized crime. a 

Detective Dave Kent of the 
police intelligence division 
went before the jury this 
morning. Kent was followed 
by Wallace Moll, chief of the 
federal Alcohol and Tobacco 
Tax Division here. 

On schedule for this after- 
noon’s jury session were at- 
torney* Ross Scaccia, a can- 
didate for district attorney, 
and Aaron M. Kohn, manag- 
ing director of the Metropol- 
itan Crime Commission. 

ALL EXCEPT Kohn were 
to testify voluntarily, in re- 
sponse to invitations. Kohn 
was subpenaed and unsuc- 
cessfully fought the subpena 
in court.

Also invited to testify today 
were Life magazine reporter 
David L. Chandler and Jef- 
ferson Parish Sheriff Alwynn 
Cronvich. Neither showed up. 
Assistant Dist. Atty. James 
L. Aleock said their appear- 
ances had been canceled but 
declined to say why. 

There was no word on the 
content of any of the testimo- 
ny. Grand jury proceedings 
are secret. 

Kent was expected to give 
his opinion on suggestions that 
the PID be beefed up to more 
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effectively combat organized 
; crime.

Chandler contributed to 
Life’s articles last year which 
charged, organized crime is 
rampant in Louisiana. 

Chandler and Kohn long 
have been at odds with the 
DA’s office, which is in charge 
of the grand jury. 

. THE MCC yesterday went 
into federal, court to block 
I Kohn’s appearance today, but 
the matter was settled out of 
court when the DA’s office 
agreed not to press Kohn to 
identify his informants. 

MCC officials charged the 
subpoena was a continuation 
of “a long history of abuse of 
the grand jury process” by 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison and 
an attempt to harass and in- 
timidate Kohn.
